August 1 next. 
On Labor Day, a 
599 mile automobile race for a $75,- 
009 purse, sanctioned by the Ameri­ 
can Association, will be staged 
oil 
the new oval. 
The 
Harvard 
Bowl, 
the 
Polo 
Grounds, 
New 
York, 
Brooklands, 
England the Yale Stadium, and other 
famous enclosures will be far out­ 
done by the local speedway, which 
will have a capacity for more than 
309,900 people. 
Officials of the speedway company 
declare the track will be the fastest 
in the world, it will be made of con­ 
crete and will embody 
all 
of 
the 
proven principles 
of 
construction 
that have earned for the Brookland; 
track in England the reputation of 
being the fastest oval in the world. 
The course proper will be two and 
one half miles in length, with a width 
of 90 feet. 
Four minor sta n d s , calling for fi 
combined capacity of 100,000 wil 
think the river side of the vast oval 
The main stand, with its two bowers 
will seat an additional 40,000 per­ 


sons. while accessory boxes will care 
for 19,000 more.

Because it was 
the intention of the city to pave the 
street, no repair work has been done 
therc'aiu} the street now is one of 
the worst' in Rushville. Because of 
the contemplate*! graving the council 
cut this street from the list of those 
to be oiled. 


An ordinance appropriating $350 


for the purchase of a street sprink- 
er was passed under suspension of 
the rules. 
The sprinkler was not 


purchased last night although a rep- 
resentative of the Studebaker com- 
pany was present. The council de- 
cided to make the purchase next 
Monday night at which time there 
will be a special meeting for the let- 
ting of the street oiling contract. 


The city allowed the claims of the 


local option election officials, with 
the exception of two sheriffs. 
The 


two sheriffs were cut $1.50 each to 
conform with the other sheriffs. The 
.sheriffs that had their bill $1.50 too 
high were those in the fourth pre- 
cinct. The total cost to the city of 
the election as allowed last 
night 


was $.137.70.

house rent, election supplies and sal- 
aries of officials.

recently and he says he has to have

PUPILS'SPELLING IN CITY SCHOOLS 


Superintendent Scholl Will 
Publish 


. in Newspapers Those Receiving 


Perfect Grade. 


KEEN COMPETITION AROUSED 


A spirited competition in spelling 


has been aroused in the Rnshville 
schools by Superintendent 
J. H. 


Scholl, the ultimate prize being that 
the names of the pupils who receive 
one hundred per cent, shall be pub- 
lished in the Rushville newspapers. 
The plan is n very unique one and is 
calcul.ited to arouse much more in 
lerest as well as improve pupils in 
spelling. 


Four weeks ago, the superintend- 


ent of schools gave to pupils of the 
fourth to the eighth grades inclusive 
a list of words which they were ask- 
ed to learn. Each grade had one 
hundred 'and fifty words. On each 
Friday for three weeks twenty word? 
selected from the words assigned to 


each grade were given for 
written 


spelling. The grades of rooms were 
tabulated, showing the 
number of 


pupils receiving 100 per cent, the 
number receiving 95 per cent and so 
on to the number receiving the low- 
est grades. 
Immediately after the 


first comparison of grades there was 
an effort to get into the 100 per cent 
class. First one room of a grade 
won over a like room of the same 
grade, then again the tables 
were 


turned, but the number of pupils re- 
ceiving 100 per cent grew very rap- 
idly. Averages for rooms from 95 
to 99 per cent were the rule. 


Commencing .Friday of this week 


twenty words will be selected 
at 


random from the lists of 150 and the 
children will write the words. "Those 
pupils receiving 100 per 
cent 
will 


have their names published in the 
city papers. This will be continued 
for three weeks the objfect being to 
get each .pupil to be able to spell 
each word correctly. The .words se- 
lected from each grade are words of 
common use but not easily, spelled.

Rushville 
because the 
moisture 


brightened up the grass and 
other 


vegetation. 


The prediction is for 
more rain 


and farmers and truck gardnerers 
are hopeful. 
They feel that it is 


about time fo the weather man to 
deliver some moisture so that 
the 


crops will have a chance. The pro- 
verbial April showers are due, the 
kind that make May 
flowers, 
and 


fanners generally are looking for- 
ward to the time when 
the April 


showers will ctune with some regu- 
larity. 


The wheat crop was never so bad- 


ly in need of rain at this season as 
it is right now, according to reports 
from all over the county. March was 
an usually dry month. There-is, as. 
a general rule, a heavy rainfall dur- 
ing the mouth which just closed. 


In spite of the fact that moisture 


lias been a scarce article in 
Rush 


county this spring, 
fanners 
say 


that they never saw the ground plow 
better than it has at this season for 
plowing. Even though the crops re- 
veal the need of rain, the ground 
does not show it, they say. ,, 


It is said to be the case that the 


ack of moisture has not yet serious- 
ly affected the 
prospects 
-of 
the 


wheat crop. The wheat acreage will 
lie larger than common, this season 
it is said, because of the prospects 
of a wheat shortage due to the war. 
last fall when the prop was put in, 
but still the crop in Rush county is 
not near the equal of what it used to 
be. 


Fanners in the last few years have 


not been growing any more 
wheat 


than .their land actually needed be- 
cause it is not the paying crop that 
it once was. More attention is be- 
ing paid to other grains. 


Farmers report that it. has been 


many years since as much plowing 
has been done in Rush county in the 
spring of the year.

of farmers have examined their seei 
and have found from two to ten cars 
in every hundred dead or so low in 
vitality that they are noj; fit for seec 
Exhibits of corn at many shows have 
also shown low vitality. The hare 
freezes of the early winter caugh 
many cars 
containing too 
much 


moisture. The time required to elim- 
'inate these dead or weak cars wil 
be well spent and will show great re- 
turns in. the crop. 


. This last season barren stalks ii 
Indiana corn fields ranged from five 
to thirty percent. All barren stalks 
may not be the result of any one 
factor but it is felt that they are du 
in a large part to the planting 6: 
weak seed. 
These 
barren 
stalks 


furnish pollen to fertilize the grains 
011 good ears which arc used for th 
next year and which, if conditions 
are at' all favorable, reproduce bar- 
ren stalks.

Therefore, the planting of

'class seed not .only insures a god( 
stand but it insures a higher per 
cent of ear bearing stalks. It is es- 
timated that about fourteen ears o 
corn are required to plant an acre 
With a good average yield of seventy 
bushels, the seed from each ear wil 
produce five bushels in the fall. Es 
timating corn at fifty cents, the pro 
duct is worth two dollars and a half 
When 'an ear of corn means so mi'icl: 
farmers can afford to give the nec- 
essary "lime to germinate every in- 
dividual car.

States was estimated at S!)l,000,00( 
bushels. 
In addition to this it was 


estimated that the amount of whca 
caricd over from the 1913 crop was 
70,000,000 bushels, so that there was 
on hand a total of about 967,000-000 
bushels. The normal consumption oj 
wheat in this country is about 5.i

high prices, would really be in a seri- 
ous condition and would be looking 
for buyers of their

was estimated at 891,000,000 bushels 
and that in addition to this 
there 


were 7(i,000,000 bushels carried over

of wheat in this country is 5. o bush- 
els, so that, it would require 520,000,-

Wall Street Journal some eight years 
ago, and republishcd many thous- 
ands of times by English speaking 
newspapers all over the world (per- 
haps ol'tcner than any other produc- 
tion of the kind), it was pointed out 
that a decline in religions belief was 
a serious matter for the business of 
this or any country. 


It was advanced 
then, and the 


proposition is now repeated, 
that 


any 
man 
engaged 
in 
commerce 


would prefer to do business with one 
who sincerely believed in God, and 
responsibility in a future 
life 
for 


errors committed during 
his 
little 


time on earth, than with one who be- 
lieved in nothing. To put it iu the 
boldest, form, 
the 
insurance risk 


would be less. 
Such a man would 


try to keep his contract, not because 
he feared Hie courts or the police, 
lint because lie believed himself re- 
sponsible to the highest court of all. 


Not long ago it was pointed out in 


these columns that one of the effects 
of the war might be it widespread 
religions revival. There is a differ- 
ence, not of degree but of kind, be-
